Mayor Emanuel’s idea of expanding Soldier 
Field was met with questions Wednesday 
about how the city would pay for added seats 
and whether it’s a prudent move given the 
city’s shaky finances. 

The administration’s stadium concept sur- 
faced Tuesday as a major ratings agency down- 
graded the city’s credit, citing a huge debt for 
police and firefighter pensions that’s about to 
come due and the borrowing City Hall does 
each year to paper over budget shortfalls. 

Adding to Soldier Field’s lowest-in-the- 
NFL seating capacity could be a way to help 
Emanuel reach his goal of hosting a Super 
Bowl in Chicago. The mayor has lobbied 
NFL Commissioner Roger Goodell to give 
the city that plum. 

On Wednesday, however, Emanuel sought 
to frame a potential Soldier Field expansion 
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as a way to boost other events the Chicago 
Park District-owned stadium has hosted. 

“Tt’s an idea to discuss and analyze,” Eman- 
uel said. “Soldier Field, beyond the Chicago 
Bears, has been a place for soccer games, 
hockey games, concerts and other sporting 
events, and we are capped for what type of 
other events we can attract, because of the 
size.” 

When asked what events, other than the 
Super Bowl, were bypassing the city and Sol- 
dier Field because of its 61,500-seat capacity, 
Emanuel changed course. 

“What started this was how quickly these 
other events have sold out, and we could have 
done more,” Emanuel said of concerts and 
the Chicago Blackhawks outdoor game at 
Soldier Field last weekend. “Will it allow us 
{to host a Super Bowl]? Yes, but it’s not for 
that solely.” 


Ald. Bob Fioretti (2nd), whose ward in- 
cludes Soldier Field, said no taxpayer money 
should be used to expand the lakefront sta- 
dium. He pointed to Moody’s decision Tues- 
day to downgrade the city’s credit rating once 
again as evidence the city is in “a serious bind.” 

Ald. Will Burns (4th), whose ward would 
include Soldier Field when new redistrict- 
ing goes into effect next year, said he could 
see the economic benefits of a Super Bowl 
but wants to know what kind of borrowing 
authority the park district has available and 
whether amusement tax money would be 
used for funding. 

The mayor declined to say how a Soldier 
Field expansion could be paid for, saying 
those questions were premature because the 
city and Park District first would have to de- 
termine if the plan was feasible. 

City Hall kept a tight lid on the issue

Wednesday. Emanuel said Park District Su- 
perintendent Michael Kelly came to him with 
the idea to study the issue. But Kelly, through 
a spokeswoman, referred all questions about 
Soldier Field to the mayor’s press office. 

“If 
it makes sense to add seats,” team spokesman 
Scott Hagel said, “we would be open to the 
idea.”

“The ordinance does not figure to entirely 
zluange the way people buy pets in Chicago, 
because it doesn’t affect online sales or pur- 
ehases from small-scale breeders who don't sell 
Fulppies in stores. Veterinarians also will still be 
able to place animals from their clinics.

Julie Friedman Steele gives shape

In Julie Friedman Steele’s mind, it’s easy to tell apart her 
clients at The 3D Printer Experience. 

“It’s broken up into three groups,” said Friedman 
Steele, 36. “The people who already know what’s going on 
and know what to do, and they come in and they’re very 
quick. Then there’s the group that doesn’t know but they 
want to know. Then, there’s the third group that doesn’t 


want to know and just wants to have fun.” 

3-D printing isn’t anything new—it’s been around since 1984. 
But the futuristic-sounding technology previously was available 
only to industries that could afford the pricey machines: medi- 
cal, dental, jewelry, automotive and aerospace. It’s only recently 
that people looking to print their own projects are able to walk 
through the doors of a shop like The 3D Printer Experience and 
make their design dreams come true. 

Here’s what you should know, especially if you’re in Friedman 
Steele’s second or third group: You don’t have to go to the store 
with the goal of buying a printer to hook up at home. (But if that 
is your mission, the UP! Mini comes in at a little less than $1,000.) 

For most, it’s more about the experience. Customers are en- 
couraged to play, touch and explore. Friedman Steele said her 
business model has left many stumped, but she’s more concerned 
with helping customers farm their creativity—even if they’re not 
making a purchase. 

Looking around the store, you'll find a bit of everything—col- 
orful jewelry, an ornate skull and neon iPhone cases —all made by 
the 3-D printers that line the walls. 

Friedman Steele’s favorite piece, a triple gear designed by math- 
ematician Henry Segerman, sits on a windowsill overlooking the 
Chicago River. The ball of twisted gears can be slammed on the 
ground and thrown against walls —it won't crack. 

You can even scan yourself in the store and create a plastic bust

or figurine, which is what Friedman Steele did 
during a recent tour. 

Waiting to be scanned, Friedman Steele 
flipped her elbows toward the ceiling and 
positioned her fingers in a raccoon-like mask 
around her eyes. She sat still as the platform 
beneath her rotated and the camera captured 
every detail of her head and shoulders. Hop- 
ping off her chair, she headed straight to the 
computers to smooth out all the small imper- 
fections caused by human nature—the inabil- 
ity to sit perfectly still. 

There was one more small detail to add: 
big, dramatic angel wings sweeping out of her 
shoulder blades. With a dozen clicks of the 
mouse, she had wings. 

It was printing time. 

Watching even the shop’s smallest 
3-D printer at work is mesmerizing. Flash- 
melted plastic is carefully pushed through 
a delicate head, layer by layer. The machine 
moves back and forth, perfecting the most 
intricate details of any project. 

Friedman Steele’s winged figurine took 
45 minutes to print: a milky white bust sitting 
about 2 inches tall. For paying customers, the 
bust would ring in at $25. A full-body figurine 
goes for $125. 

For as long as she can remember, Fried- 
man Steele has been goofing around. In grade 
school, she once wrapped a huge box and pre- 
sented it to her teacher as a gift. Inside, there 
were just two kernels of popcorn. 

“At the time, I thought that was the great- 
est thing ever,” she laughed. 

After several calls home from her teach- 
ers, Friedman Steele realized she needed an 
outlet for her extra energy. Her teen years 
were spent studying with the likes of Second 
City, Steppenwolf, Northwestern Cherubs 
and Piven. 

“I started noticing that our society wasn’t 
having fun anymore,” she said. “As you go 
through school, they kind of pull that creativ- 
ity out of you. Theater and acting was one of

the only places left for a child to come up with 
whatever they wanted to do.” 

Today, her stage is the Clark Street store- 
front, where she plays the lead role: owner. 
Bringing 3-D printing to the average Chica- 
goan is kind of like taking a ridiculously ex- 
pensive Broadway show from New York and 
showing it in Millennium Park for free. 

The idea came to her in the fall of 2011 
while she was studying artificial intelligence 
online through The 100,000-Student Class- 
room. The virtual class was hosted at Stanford 
University by Peter Norvig, the director of re- 
search at Google, and Sebastian Thrun, who 
developed Google’s self-driving car. 

Friedman Steele was one of more than 
100,000 people who tuned in online. That’s 
when she first heard about 3-D printing. 

“I thought, “This would be great if the pub- 
lic had access to this, because the creativity 
in the public is so much greater than just one 
company’s creativity, ” Friedman Steele said. 

Of course, when she started talking about 
making her 3-D printing ideas a reality, she 
got some crazy looks from friends and family. 

“It was so foreign when I started,” she said. 
“I was like, ‘Look, 3-D printing is going to be 
really big in a way that’s going to change the 
world.’ And they were like, “What are you 
talking about?’” 

But the endless possibilities of bringing the 
medium to Chicago kept her motivated. 

“You can create whatever you want to cre- 
ate,” she said. “And the freedom of creation— 
and being able to do anything because the 
tools were back in your hands —was a big deal 
to me.” 

The sky’s the limit with 3-D printing: Re- 
placement knees, Hershey Kisses, modern 
lighting fixtures and LEGOs all can be print- 
ed with the machines. 

Like any startup go-getter, Friedman Steele 
looked to anyone who could help her out. 
She asked her family for just three months; 
the shop would be a pop-up concept, just to

test the waters. The experiment began April 
22, 2012. 

Now the Clark Street shop is bustling with 
business. Friedman Steele said The 3D Printer 
Experience eventually will move to a nearby 
location—“right around the corner”—to es- 
tablish flagship status. 

For now, she’s perfectly happy observing 
her customers in the small, open-concept 
shop. 

“My favorite is when people come in and 
they design something and they see it for the 
first time and they go, ‘Oh, my God. This 
is the future,’ ” she said. “I like the fact that 
there’s creativity and thought and imagina- 
tion going into all these things.”

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I, the Great Burger- 
elli, do believe that 
the hottest circles 
of hell should be re- 
served for charlatans 
such as Guy Fieri. I 
thoroughly appreci- 
ate those who can 
communicate 
their passion 

for food on TV 
without acting 
like gross carica- 
tures, and this is why 
I have long since 
been an admirer of Steve McDonagh and 
Dan Smith, also known as The Hearty Boys. 
Unlike that peroxide-spill victim Fieri, Chi- 
cago’s own unambiguously gay duo of Dan 
and Steve showed America that you can be 
successful in food by being funny, smart and 
most importantly, sincere. Now that they’ve 
joined forces with pastry chef Gale Gand 
(Iru), another genuine TV veteran (“Sweet 
Dreams” on Food Network), to open Spritz 
Burger, a burger-focused reincarna- 
tion of their old restaurant space 
Hearty, my pure beef heart 
went alla flutter. I expected 
this trio would produce 
the burger of my dreams. 
Would they? Read on to 
find out. 

The burger: The 
patties are made from 
pre-ground grass-fed beef 
provided by a small New — 
Zealand farmers’ cooperative. 
“We needed to find a grind that 
has texture, not finely ground so that when 
we packed the burger we wouldn't get tight 
patties,” McDonagh said. “We do next to 
nothing to the beef other than salt and pep- 
per.” Since I was hand-fed my very first burger 
by my nonna as a bambino, I have believed 
that the more local the beef and the fresher 
the grind, the better the burger. And yet, the 
Spritz Burger—an ultra-thick patty that even 
a hungry Chicago Bears linebacker might 
cut in half before taking the first bite—has

shaken my faith. For though it 
has been pre-ground and comes from a land 
down under, the Spritz Burger has a loose 
pack and bursting juiciness like few burgers 
I’ve had in recent memory. Delightful! 

The bun: There are a few bread options at 
Spritz Burger, but the basic brioche-style bun 
has a deep brown crust and a golden, chewy 
interior with just the right softness and rich- 
ness. Most surprising to me was the savory 
bread pudding bun used for the open-faced 
Madron burger ($14). The custard-larded 
square had a touch of sweetness and 
a thick heartiness that stood up 
to the onslaught of red pepper 
hollandaise sauce ladled 
over the burger. The bun 

tasted like dinner and des- 
sert at the same time. 
The fixings: Speaking 
of the Madron, it was a 
glorious mess featuring 
that thick, juicy beef patty 
topped with a jammy thicket 
of caramelized onions, a drippy 
sunny-side-up egg, an oozing slice 
of havarti and crispy Spam. Though I always 
keep a ration of prosciutto di parma on 
hand, you will never, ever find Spam in the 
Great Burgerelli’s pantry. And yet, this salty, 
crispy shingle of ham was quite glorious as 
a crunchy counterpoint to the gooey sauces 
and that luscious burger. As such, I now 
doff my hat to Hormel Foods Corporation 
for creating such a versatile processed pork 
product. Let me also compliment the Amish 
farmers of Cambria, Wis., for their Smoke-

haus Blue cheese, which encrusts the Amish 
B&B burger ($13). The smoky cheese offers a 
creamy contrast to the thick candied planks 
of bacon topping this burger. 

The spritz: A menu of housemade spritzes 
(sodas with or without alcohol) are mixed 
at the bar and then topped off with carbon- 
ated water at one’s table, courtesy of a soda 
siphon-equipped server. The bright cherry, 
bitter coffee and chocolate notes in the Dark 
Cherry spritz ($3) reminded me of a sophis- 
ticated Cherry Coke. One sip of the Salted 
Caramel Egg Cream ($9) filled with dulce de

leche, weizenbock and vanilla salt conjured 
images of neon signs and soda jerks. Despite 
the creative flavors, some of the spritzes 
tasted disappointingly flat and watered 
down. The siphons were not charged enough 
and the amount of water discharged was far 
too much relative to the flavorings, throwing 
off the balance of ingredients. 

The sides: French fries (included in the 
price of a burger) were well-salted, with a 
nice puffy potato center. Tater tots, which 
you may order showered with parmesan 
and black pepper or truffle oil, would make 
Napoleon Dynamite weep. 

The sweets: Perhaps the most surprising 
fact about Spritz Burger is that the desserts 
undermine Gand’s reputation as an elite 
pastry chef. I appreciated the option to 
order a trio of tasting portions of any of the 
six desserts for only $9. But, of the three I 
tried, I could only imagine returning for the 
velvety butterscotch pudding topped with a 
cloud-like dollop of cream and spicy peanuts. 
The chocolate devil dogs—a peanut-shaped 
whoopie pie filled with marshmallow stuff- 
ing—featured a dry cake crumb, and the 
blueberry-ginger hand pie possessed a heavy 
crust and not enough filling. 

Bottom line: Until the servers ascertain 
how to properly work their soda siphons and 
the kitchen executes Gand’s recipes consis- 
tently, I would stay away from the spritz and 
sweets. For the moment, focus entirely on 
the thick, juicy grass-fed beef burgers topped 
with inventive and delicious toppings.
